It will be a case of first .come, 
first served so far ps tractors for Al¬ 
berta are concerned. There is _ no 
special allotment for the province, bill 
it is-folt at Edmonton that the demand 
can be supplied. 

There is still a chance to gef these 
tractors by farmers who are not in a 
hurry. The parts for the tractor will 
be carried by all Ford agencies. 

Regarding delivery of Ahe Fordson 
tractors through the medium of the 
provincial government to the farmers 
of Alberta, Hon. Chas. A. Dunning, 
in charge of the production campaign 
has wired W. A. Buchanan, M. P., as 
follows. He says first orders will be 
filled for farmers in time for spring 
plowing: 

“Re Fordson tractors, can supply 
Alberta with five hundred if neces¬ 
sary, but deliveries will not commence 
until AJpril first at factory. Hereafter 
rate of twenty-five per day. Tractors 
cannot all reach farmers in time for 
spring plowing, but early orders will. 
Farmers should apply immediately to 
Provincial Department of Agriculture 
Edmonton, Chas. A Dunning.”

The nine premier, 
at the conference had arrived at t 
point where the Eastern premier, 
would support the West in securing 
the resources, if the Western premier: 
would support the Eastern province: 
in securing increased subsidies. Prem 
ier Stewart reported that at thi: 
point the conference divided into tw< 
camps and separated. Mr. McKaj 
claimed that Premier Stewart ha< 
failed "to grasp the golden opportu 
nity” and that he had permitted thi 
“psychological moment” to pass by. 

Mr. Hoadley, opposition leader, wa 
not as censorious as Mr. ill cKay, an: 
assured Premier Stewart that the op 
position party still stood solidly be 
hind him in the demand^ for our nat¬ 
ural resources. But he "also warn 
the Premier that if he failed again in 
the July conference that he wouh 
■seal the doom of Alberta finally and 
forever. He urged the Premier not tc 
return from Ottawa in July without 
the natural resources.
